he did not now possess, if informa- 
tion were given in regular sequence 
for specific periods. 


“T have studied from a variety of 


sources,“ said the First Lord, “the 
statements made from time to time 
by the enemy as to tonnage and po- 
sition and have come to the definite 
conclusion that not only does he not 
know what is being sunk, but that 
he would like very much Indeed to 
know what is being sunk regularly 
month by month, or week by week, 
or even exactly for a period.”

Since the beginning of the war be- 
tween 40 and 50 per cent. of the 
German submarines operating in the 
North Sea, the Atlantic and the Arc- 
tic oceans, have been sunk. During 
the last quarter the enemy has lost 
as many submarines as during the 
whole of 1916. 

“As regards the sinkings ot Brit- 
ish merchant tonnage by submarines, 
the German official figures for Au- 
gust are £08,000 tons of all nation- 
alities. They sank a little more than 
one-third of that amount of British 
tonnage and a little more than half 
of all nationalities. 

“For September their official fig- 


ures were 679,000 tons. They sank 


far less than one-third of that 
amount of British tonnage and less 
than one-half of that amount of all 
nationalities. 
GERMAN CLAIMS. 

“The Germans claim that our 
tonnage is falling so low that there 
are not enou ships on the sea to 
anable their submarine commanders 
to maintain their bag. Let me 
xive you the facts. In April laat, 
the heaviest month ot British losses 
by enemy submarines since the war 
began, our trade flowed presumably 
in satisfactory volume for the enemy 
submarine. In September last, his 
last month of sinkings, our over- 
seas sailings of all ships of over 1600 
tons were 20 per cent. in number 
and 30 per cent. in tonnage higher 
than in April. The enemy must, 
therefore, find another and better 
explanation for his lack of success. 
I can supply it. 

“The explanation is that the long 
arm of the British navy reached 
down into the depths and thus the 
harvest reaped is poorer and the 
number of German submarines 
which do not return is increasing. 

“Since April, the highest month 
for British losses, they have steadily 
decreased and latterly to a marked 
degree. September was the most 
satisfactory month: October was 
only slightly worse and better by 
30 per cent. than any other month 
since unrestricted submarine war- 
fare began. The net reduction in 
tonnage in the last four months is 
30 per cent. less than anticipated in 
the estimate prepared for the Cabi- | 
net early in July. 

“The total net reduction since

The rescued passengers of the 
Governor, about 200 in num- 
ber, arrived at the Pacific Elec- 
tric station at 8: 10 this morning

NO PANIC,

As soon as the Hermosa was in 
hailing distance, she lowered her 
small boats and sent them to the 
side of the stricken vessel. The pas- 
sengers descended improvised ways 
to safety. Men were taken off first, 
it being considered better not to 
trust the women to the small boats 
at once. These boats carried their 
loads to the fleet of small vessels 
standing by for the rescue work 
and they were taken to San Pedro. 

There was no real panic, ac- 
cording to those first brought 
ashore. The passengers were taken in 
charge by the ship’s officers when 
the boat first struck and, cautioned 
that there was no danger, were 
marshaled on the decks. The 
Hermosa took off 100 passengers, 
chiefly men and of the second-class 
group, and then returned to San 
Pedro where she discharged her 
human cargo and returned to the 
scene. 

The Hermosa landed ‘the last of 
the passengers at 1 o'clock. 

The passengers of which nearty- 
60 per cent. were women and chil- 
dren, among whom there were sev- 
eral aged women, were in bed when 
the crash came. The women and 


The 
male passengers succeeded in quiet- 
ing them after a time when it was 
seen that the vessel was in no im- 
mediate danger. 

STEAMER LEAKING. 


Capt. Thomas stated at 11 o'clock

Food Administration Orders 
Tonnage of Fiour and 
Feed Increased. 

Revealing the serious short- 
age of cars to transport prod- 
ucts across the country, a bul- 
letin from the milling divi- 
sion of the food administra- 
tion, ordering the doubling of 
contents of cars carrying flour 
and feed, was received by 
Frank 8. Coates, manager of 
the Sperry Flour Company, 
yesterday. 

The bulletin from F. B. Me- 
Near, chairman of the South 
Pacific division, reads, in part, 
as follows: 

“Effective immediately, the 
minimum carloads of flour 
and feed must be 60,000 
pounds. This is absolute. 
Cars of less than 60,000 
pounds capacity must be load- 
ed to their physical capacity.” 

“The seriousness of condi- 
tions with regards to rolling 
stock is disclosed by this bul- 
letin,” says Mr. Coates. Pre- 
viously we have only loaded 
the cars with 30,000 pounds, 
so it may be seen that the 
tonnage of practically every 
car is increased 100 per cent.”

E HURTS WILL COME, 

There is no great hardship involved 
in signing food pledges and eating fish 
Once or twice a week in place of meat. No 
sacrifice worthy of the name is involved in 
eating corn bread in place of wheat. In 
fact, the average patriotic American would 
regard a fortnight’s limitation to a vegeta- 
rian diet rather in the light of a happy ad- 
venture. Purchasing Liberty Bonds is high- 
ly commendable as it gives tangible evi- 
dence that the great mass of the American 
producers are united in their determina- 
tion to support the government to the lim- 
it; but such purchases entail no real sacri- 
fice. The first issue of Liberty Bonds has 
proved to be one of the best investments 
of the year; the bonds are selling at a pre- 
mium; they are accepted as legal tender 
in payment of bills and they now pay a 4 
per cent, interest. Place a thousand dol- 
lars in gold in a safe deposit box and at 
the end of a year it is worth one thousand 
dollars; place a Liberty Bond of the same 
denomination there and at the end of the 
year it will command a premium on its 
face value and will have produced besides 
forty dollars in interest. Certainly there 
is no real hardship entailed in such a pur- 
chase as that. 7

Peace would be welcome this week it it 
were an honorable peace, but that goddess 


with her head bowed in shame. War is a 
means to an end, and until the end is ac- 
complished the means cannot be rejected. 
Valley Forge came before Yorktown, Bull 
Run before Appomattox, Charleroi before 
the Marne—and the American people in 
turn must be prepared to pay the forfeit 
hefore they win the prize. 

And there will be disasters; the tests 
the first ones are 
already in sight. They will affect person- 
ally, however, only a small part of our 
population. This war is a foreign war; the 
danger of actual invasion of American soil 
is as remote as the stars of the Milky Way. 
Only a wife or parent or child of the man 
actually engaged will know what war is. 
The agony of waiting, followed by the hor- 
ror of the certainty that kills even hope, 
will-be theirs alone, and beside the Geth- 
semane through which they all pass all else 
seems trivial. 

At more than five thousand firesides in 
Los Angeles there are already vacant 
chairs. The best of the brood has gone 
forth to keep his rendezvous with glory on 
a foreign field where death lurks in cotnt- 
less forms; but he takes with him for pilot 
a courage before which even death has been 
known to quail. Compared to the price 
which the waiting ones in those households 
must pay, the cost of war taxes and war 
bonds is without consequence. The most 
costly war is not that for which the most 
taxes are levied and the most bonds voted; 
it is the one ill-conducted that ends in de- 
feat. Dispatches from the European battle 
fronts indicate that the fighting of 1918 
may be more continuous and desperate 
than during any of the summers that have 
passed, and it is into the hottest parts of 
that furnace that the American troops will 
be led. 

The rigor of many of the minor tests 
may be mitigated by wise administration 
of internal affairs and by a general deter- 
mination to make the best of the darkness 
until the dawn breaks. There is no valid 
reason why we should inflict useless flagel- 
lation on ourselves as an expression of 
sympathy for the families of those going 
to the front. Production has already been 
stinted by the withdrawal of men. This 
shortage of man power is felt acutely in 
California because there is enough tillable 
land here to feed the whole nation if the 
labor were available for the intensfve cul- 
tivation necessary to a maximum yield. 

Merchants and tradesmen generally wifl 
feel the pinch which comes when the peo- 
ple cease to buy luxuries and curtail their 
purchases of necessities. In the line of 
eschewing @certain near-luxuries many of 
those who can afford good things” are 
adopting a false economy in limiting their 
purchases to inferior grades. Business will 
not be improved and conditions will not be 
helped by encouraging American manufac- 
turers to produce a war shoddy that can be 
sold at a comparatively low price. The 
world will not go back to the old regime 
when the war is over, but will pass on to 
a new. This movement will be more ap- 
preciable in the United States for the rea- 
son that our country has now become one 
of the dominating forces in maintaining? the 
In reality 
the European equilibrium is itself a thing 
of the past: for the European equilibrium 
there has been substituted a world equilib 
rium of which countries on all the six 
continents are a part. 

In business there will be two classes: 
“the quick and the dead.” Those who are 
active enough, farsighted enough and prov- 
ident enough to adjust themselves to the 
changed conditions will succeed: the others 
will fail. The families and dependents of 
those not able to adjust themselves to the 
new business era will fee! sorely the pinch 
of war; they will represent the vessels 
broken by the master potter. They will be 
victims of the fortunes of war. 

As one contemplates the magnitude of 
the task which the democracies of the 
world have taken upon themselves. one be- 
gins to realize that the sacrifices demanded 
of the present generation are greater in 
the aggregate than those imposed on hu- 
manity in any period of the past. The 
glory is to the future: the laure! wreaths

HE PRO-GERMAN GLOATERS. 

The friends of the enemy, within our 
Own lines, the pro-German gloaters, would 
do well to wait a while before exulting over 
the reverses suffered by America’s allies, 
the Italians. They may be so abnormally 
perverse that they can suck immoderate 
joy from an American defeat, but their glee 
is as premature as their attitude is unpa- 
triotic. They should quit exercising their 
vocal @hords so much in public places. 
Yes, freedom of. speech is guaranteed in 
this country; but there is a time for every- 
thing—-for talking and keeping still. We 
suggest that the parti of kultur“ take 
due notice and govern themselves accord- 
ingly. 

How little they know America if they 
think that she is otherwise than heartened 
with determination when disasters cloud 
the sun! Gen. Cadorna’s army reeled back- 
ward before the drive of the consolidated 
Germans and Austrians. The Times has no 
inclination to minimize the successes of an 
enemy that we wish to see racked and 
worn and trampled into the dust; an enemy 
for whom we have no admiration, no feel- 


ing of respect. Hut The Times will not 


claim unwon victories and will not seek to 
soften in print the triumphs of even such 
butchers as the Prussian hordés. Gen. 
Cadorna’s army did reel backward but the 
retreat is not a rout; and the sons of the 
Romans who stormed the heights before 
Trieste will not break and give way like 
the Russians. 

The confidence of America has not been 

‘shaken. Far from it. Her determination 
has been redoubled. Too long America has 
believed that the war Was nearing its end; 
that our new troops would probably never 
see first-line fighting; that all of our young 
men would not be actually needed. 

Now must the pro-Germans realize that 
the retreat of Cadorna has so profoundly 
stirred America that men who honestly and 
legally sought exemption are inspired by this 
reverse to waive exemption and take up 
arms for their country. Ask the average 
American in the street; the man over age, 
the man exempted. He says: “I don't 
want to go, but I'll be damned if I'm going 
to hang back and let Germany win this 
war.” It is an unromantic expression: it is 
even rude. But it is on the lips and in the 
hearts of millions of young and old who did 
not want to go because they thought Ger- 
many was on her last legs. 

England did not awaken until her little 
—army was beaten out of Belgium; France 
woke up at the Marne. It takes a mighty 
Jar to arouse a nation to fighting pitch; 
and Germany's thunderclap amid the Alps 
has aroused America to new intensity. Let 
the pro-Germans rejoice over the Italian 
dead that fell, strangled and blistered, by 
tha “torture” gas! It Was a Pyrrhic vie- 
tory. It has caused America to drop the 
military age down to 19. and possibly that 
military age limit will be extended to 35; 
and the order is expected to go forth that 
will put five million fighting men into the 
trenches of Furope. 

Let the Germans have peace or victory! 
Never. Never, until that peace is made by 
the Allies. Better that the last American 
should go down fighting like a man than 
that he should live to be bullied and over- 


. ridden by the drill sergeants of kultur- by 


these pro-German cowards safe from the 
battle lines, who, if the “Fatherland” con- 
quers the earth, will hoch the Kaiser and 
strafe the vanquisbed as though they had 
had even a butcher’s part in the victory 
Man to man, the Englishman, the French- 
man, the Italian, the American is a better 
fichter than the German, and the Germans 
know it. The German’s officer knows it. 
They must send their troops forward in 
masses, in close formation, so that what is 
called the “mob psychology” will give them 
heart for the attack. FEnelishmen and 
Frenchmen co over the top in onen order. 
Americans will go, too; for since colonial 


all the other Allies are behind Italy. They 


are backing her up. They are giving her 


more artillery, more troops, more food. 
This is a war of brothers against the pariah, 
and the brothers will stick to the last ditch. 

And Germany cannot win. The facts are 
on the battlefields of France and Belgium. 
Let the injudiciously talkative gloaters 
turn to them. The Germans have not 
won an inch of territory in France 
and Belgium for more than a year; 
and they have lost miles. They cannot 
break through those defenses and they can- 
not stop those attacks. Italy, almost alone, 
has made a marvelous attack. She flung 
the Austrians from the mountain peaks, 
beat down superior numbers and pressed 
on. The combined German and Austrian 
attack made the numerical superiority of 
the enemy overwhelming, and Gen. Cadorna 
gave way. 

But what of that? Each of the Allies— 
excepting America, who has not yet been 
tested—has suffered terrible reverses and 
has come back stronger. Germany has 
bunched her entire reserves to smite Italy 
a mighty blow because Germany had to 


give her people the sop of victory. It was 


the same reason that caused the drive into 
Russia. The German people cannot hold 
together unless their armies are victorious. 
Let the gloaters look to France and Eng 
land for the contrast; it was the lack of 
victories that welded those nations. So it 
has ever been with Americans. It was, one 
may almost say, the disasters of 61 that 
really saved the Union in 65. America 
feels keenly the reverses endured by the 
Italians. It is nearly as much of a blow 
at ourselves as at the Italians. They are 
ous allies. And whosoever rejoices over 
their defeats is jubilating over the reverses 
of America.

ADMITS MURDER 
OF A PLAYMATE 


Boy Wanted for Killing is 
Nabbed at the Harbor. 


Hit Him with Pick and Then 
Buried Body, He Says? 


Has 1 Taint, is the 
Belief of Officials. 


Presenting a peculiar problem for 
the police, Albert Templar, 19 years 
old, who was arrested at the harbor 
by “Officer W. A. Thomas, charged 
with the murder of Edward Ander- 
son, a 14-year-old Van Nuys youth, 
October 21, yesterday confessed to 
the crime, the police say.
